The result of an error in 1 sta‘ement prepared for 
the Gazette May Ist Issue, by the Sturgeon Local of 
the Alberta Teachers’ Association has been a most 
unfortunate misunderstanding, 

The ATA Statement was commenting a report put 
lished in the April 17th Gazette under the heading 
**Concern of parents expressed in Brief’’, This report 
Was prepared by a group citizens of Bon Accord for 
presentation to the Sturgeon School Board, and a copy 
forwarded for publication {n the Gazette, It nowhere 
Said that the brief was prepared by the Bon Accor 
Board of Trade, 

Yet the ATA Statement repeatedly referred to the 
‘‘Brief submitted by the Bon Accord Board of Trade’’, 

Since this an area of activity entirely outside the aims 
and purposes of the Board of Trade, the misunderstanding 
has caused the board of trade considerable embarrass- 
ment, 

A number of Bon Accord citizens who were concerned 
about school affairs asked to be included on the agenda 
of a board of trade meeting in February to make their 
views known, It was the wish of local people at this 
meeting that a group be elected to follow up all school 
matters in question and report to the Sturgeon School 
Board, The board of trade chairman vacated the chair 
and the citizens then took over a portion of the meeting 
ami elected a citizen's committee to take action as 
requested by local citizens, There were 85 people 
present, Among the seven people elected to the citizens 
committee were the mayor, board of trade president, 
town manager, a well-known district farmer and others, 

It was the brief later prepared by this citizen's 
committee that the ATA statement repeatedly called 
a “Board of Trade Brief’ {n error, 

The citizen's committee following five meetings and 
considerable time spent [n interview'ng district parents 
and ratepayers reported to the School board on a number 
of areas over which they felt concern, These included 
buildings use,retention of the Bon Accord High School 
and certain staff problems which they felt deserved 
consideration, All were reviewed In the brief and the 
feeling of the parents and ratepayers on these subjects 
made clear, 

The Board of Trade of Bon Accord wishes It to be 
clearly understood that the brief on school matters was 
prepared by a group of citizens elected af a public 
meeting, at the request of local residents, and that the 
Board of Trade did not prepare or submit this brief,

LIGHTING YOUR KITCHEN 
From the number of requests I’ve had recently, many 


of you are planning a new home, or are remodelling your 
present home, Home building and remodelling ls expen- 
sive, and will be lasting, so carefully thought-out plans 
and detalls will certainly be worthwhile, 


Often, homemakers complain about the lighting tn 


their kitchen — too much glare, working In your own 
shadow, not enough light, 


To give you the best Ighting, here are a few facts 


you'll want to consider, 


You need general lighting throughout the room, and 
local lighting In work areas (sink, stove, etc.) 
General Dlumination - Use large cefling panels or 
several smaller fixtures of low brightness, 
To eliminate glare, countertops and Moors should have 
a satin Mlnish, not a shiny surface, 
The shield or fixture should diffuse Light evenly, A 
light colored ceiling also reflects light, 
\ luminous ceiling is considerably better than asingle 
fixture, but is also more expensive, It consists of a 
false ceiling made of diffusing matertal (plastic) with 
the Lights mounted above It, This system could be used 
your present home if you can afford to lower your 
ceiling about one foot, 
Recessed luminous panels can more eastly be incor- 
porated tn a remodelling job, It {s the same principle 
as the luminous ceiling, ln order for this to be satis- 
factory, a light colored celling and reflected brightness 
from walls is necessary to reduce light contrasts and 
glare,
